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R. D. Sutherland 
Called By Death 


Community Mourns the Sudden 


Passing of One of 
Respected Citizens. 


The sudden death of Robert™ aE 


Dunbar Sutherland which occurr- 
ed last Monday, September 23rd, 
came as a great shock to Crossfield 
and the surrounding district. 

Mr. Sutherland was born in Ed- 
inburgh, Scotland, and came to 
Canada in 1907, staying in Mani- 
toba for three years before moving 
to Alberta in 1910. _He was em- 
ployed with the Merchants’ Bank 
for 12 years except during the last 
war when he returned to the Old 
Country and_ served in France as a 
lieutenant 
Artillery 

Returning to Canada in 1919, he 
farmed east of Carstairs until 1931 
when he accepted the post of secre 
tary of the Municipal District of 
Rosebud. No. 280. a position which 


he filled with exceptional efficiency 


until his death. 

Though of a quiet, unassuming 
nature. his kcen interest in every 
thing pertaining to the betterment 
of the community. his pleasing pet- 
sonality and sterling qualities, won 
for him a wide circle of friends by 
whom his passing is felt as a deep 
personal loss. 

He was Worshipful Master of 
Crossfield Masonic Lodge No. 48; 
a past master of the Carstairs 
Masonic Lodge No 20; past presi- 
dent of the Crossfield branch of 
the Canadian Legion; a member of 
the Presbyterian Church and of the 
Alberta Military Institute; an active 
member of the Crossfield and Dis- 
trict Board of Trade 
and the Veterans Volunteer 
Reserve, and was instructing officer 
of the local squadron 15th Alberta 
Light Horse. It was largely through 
his initative that the monument 
honoring the Great War dead from 
this district was erected in Cross- 
field Park and the flag beside it was 
flown at half mast in respect to his 
memory. 

He is survived by his wife, Mary; 
two brothers, Colin, Long Island, 
N-¢ Y., and Jack of Burma, India. 

A tull military funeral was held 
on Wednesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock in the United Church. the 
floral offerings banked along the 
altar forming a background for the 
flag-draped casket. The service 
was conducted by Rev. A. D. 
Currie o f the Anglican Church 
and interment was in Crossfield 
cemetery. The pallbearers, all past 
masters of the Masonic order, were 
A. S Gough, O. Rostrup, and 
George Darling, of Carstairs, F. T- 
Baker, C. H. McMillan and D. J.

Of recent years it has been the 
fashion among radical reformers to 
question the value of advertising. 
The question is easily answered. 

Nothing in the world sells until 
it is known. No successful coms 
modity blunders its own way into 
a store and waits until somehody 
by some strange chance blunders 
into buying it, says Nation’s Bus- 
iness! If merchants and factory 
managers had not hired salesman, 
and had not placed ‘ advertising, 
this country would still be what it 
was iv 1740, a handful of poor vill- 
ages and penniless farmers, dotted 
on the edges of enormous forests. 

Nation distribution, in its simpl- 
est terms, means that you can . get 
your favorite foods, beverages, 
clothes, shoes cigarettes, soaps. cos- 
metics’ books magazines and all 
other manufactured articles, where- 
ever in the country you are. Bring, 
ing this about, in a country 3000 
miles wide, and once apparently 
divided forever by the Rocky 
Mountains, bas been no child’s play. 
It would nueyer have takeu place 
without national advertising. 

Railroads and steamship lines 
and highwavs provided tl.e means 
of transport. But what is the use 
of transporting goods from a fact- 
ory in Hamilton to astore near a 
family iu British Columbia if the 
goods are not known aud, therefore, 
are not bought? 

Advertising is the disseminatiun 
of news about better and less cout- 
ly goods than people could make 
for themselves at home, 

Advertising spreads the news 
and speeds u p the sales of only 
those products and services which 
deserve to be speeded. Any in- 
telligent young (‘anadian, no mat- 
ter what distorted or ignorant tea- 
ching he has received in echool, is 
for smarter than those teachers and 
text book writers who claim that 
the inteusive advertising of good 
commoditicvs and services has been 
a detriment.

Millions of farmers and other 
workers in the countries of North 


and South America would suffer} 


severely, it was thought because 
the normal European markets for 
their products have been shut off 
by the British blockade. 

History reveals that human 
suffering always ends in strenuous 
protests and in discontent; and so 
it was feared that this discontent 
would finally result in pressure 
being brought to bear upon Great 
Britain to ease her blockade 
against Nazi controiled Europe, 
and perhaps even to conclude a 
compromise peace with Hitler. 

Fortunately for all, the United 
States, with foresight and genero- 
sity, has stepped into the breach, 
and has made available to the 
various nations of the North and 
South American Continents, a 
loan of five hundred million dol- 
lars with which to purchase and 


farmers and others whose Europ- 
ean markets have been temporar- 
ily lost. Fifty million dollars of 
this amount. it is thought by 
some, may even be available to 
Canada for the holding of our 
own wheat 

This timely action on the part 
of the United States will probably 
be found to be as effective in help-

destroyers to the British Navy.

wheat by Japan this year is pos- 
sible as a result of reduced rice 
production. 


Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Canadian wheat 
supply for current marketing sea- 
son is largest in the history of the 
country — Seeding of the new 
Argentine corn crop is progessing 
under favorable conditions — 
Canada increases cheese and milk 
production for Britain — Substan- 
tiabincreases in planting of beans 
is reported in Spain,

Control Co 


The Field Crops Branch of the 
Provincial Department of Agricult- 
ure have issued the following warn- 
ing regarding grasshopper contro) 

It is essential that farmers resid- 
ing in grasshopper infested areas of 
the province accept greater respon- 
sibility than usual for protécting 
their own crop from destruction by 
grassl.oppers. 

Where grasshoppers were num- 
erous this year, it is reasonable to 
assume that they may be much more 
abundant next season unless effect- 
ive precautions are taken, You are 
within the area where it is expected 
the plague will be severe in 1941. 

There are two classes of grass- 
hoppers: 

1. Those that lay their eggs 
in headlands, roadsides or other 
graasy locations. 

2. ‘Those that lay their eggs 
in grain and stubble fields during 
and afier harvest, : 

The firet clases attack grain fields 
from the outside and can be poison- 
ed on their breeding grounds or at 
the 1aargius of the crops being 
attacked. 

The second clase of grasshoppers 


is more difficult todestroy. In the 
spring, the eggs, which have been 
laid in great numbers over the en- 
tire field, hatth out and the young 
hoppers destroy the entire crop be- 
fore effective control measures can 
be applied. It is almost impossible 
to save a crop so infeated. The 
hoppers may be destroyed by pois: 
oning, but the crop is usually lost. 
If the hoppers are not destroyed. 
they may migrate to adjacent fields 
to continue their destruction, 

In 1941 it 13 quite probable that 
due to enforced economy, poison of 
grasshoppers may have to be oon- 
fined to crops produved on summer- 
fallow and properly cultivated 
stubble land. 

Therefore, we strongly urge you 
to seed only summerfallowed land 
in 1941 if you wish to avoid lose. 

If you must reed some crop on 
land that was cropped in 1940, it ir 
urgent that you shallow cultivate 
all such stubble fields to a depth of 
not more than two inches, thus ex- 
posing the eggs where sun wind can 
dry them out. The egg-pods extend 
only an ineh to an inch and a half 
below the soil surface, 
you use a cultivator, tiller, disc o: 
blade weeder, care must be exercis- 
ed to avoid going too deeply, thus 
re-coyering the egge with soil and 
trash. A cultivator with two-inch 
teeth will do a good job and leave

cultivation of stubble fields. 
Keeping in wind the fact that 
poison bait may not be available for 
stubbled ia crops, the department 
urges farmers to REFRAIN 
FROM CROPPING LAND IN 
1941 THAT WAS NOT SUMMER 
FALLOWED IN 1940. If this 
policy is followdd, next year’s 
poisoning campaign will not be 
waged in grain fields but rather on 
head-lands and in fields being sum- 
merfallowed, where the hupper can 
be confined and poisoned with very 
little trouble or cost.
